To this end, | ask your participation by writing to me, and 
to relay to me your opinions in these vital areas.

Miss Payne, Director of the School of Nursing extended greetings to 
the Alumni and related. some enlighting and interesting facts concerning the 
School and the Nursing Profession. The following is a summary of her 
address: 

Due to the vast changes in nursing and education in general the number 
of qualified applicants seeking admission to the Diploma Schools has been 
on the decrease, some of the reasons for this are: 


(1) the scholarship funds available to those seeking college education. 
(2) the increased number of college programs. 


(3) encouragement by high school counselors to qualified high school 
graduates to seek a college education. 


(4) the A.N.A. Position Paper, which takes the position that all nursing 


education take place in institutions of higher education. 

Because of the dirth of qualified applicants to Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Hospital School of Nursing, we have been unable to fill a class for the fall 
of 1967. As present trends indicate the 1968 class will be the last class to 
gtaduate. Some of the possibilities being investigated for use of our facilities 
are and association with University of Illinois School of Nursing for a 
clinical experience program at Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, and an 
affiliation with the Junior College, Associate Degree programs. 

The present staffing and salary scale at the hospital was related to the 
Alumni, and plans for the future include an active recruitment program for 
registered and licensed practical nurses. Miss Payne stated that we must 
continue to face facts, and continue to be among the leaders in our Profession.

LEGISLATION OF CONCERN TO NURSES 
MAY REQUIRE YOUR ACTION 


During the month of April a number of bills were introduced into the 
General Assembly or were scheduled for hearings on which action by nurses 
might be appropriate. 

INA supported the introduction of S 513, a measure to provide Good 
Samaritan protection to nurses through amending the Illinois Nursing Act. 
The bill passed the Senate and goes now to the House. 

The bill declares that a professional nurse “‘who in good faith provides 
emergency care without fee at the scene of a motor vehicle accident or in 
case of nuclear attack shall not, as a result of his acts or omissions, except 
for wilful or wanton misconduct on the part of such person, in providing 
such care, be liable for civil damages.” 

During April also, INA announced opposition to S 553, a bill requiring 
persons who withdraw blood for blood tests or persons who give injections to 
be licensed under the Medical Practice Act or under the Illinois Nursing Act. 

Reason for INA’s opposition is that the bill would license persons to 
perform a single act and would initiate a trend to include specific functions 
in the definition of nursing practice. INA’s philosophy is that the nursing 
law must be broad enough to permit flexibility in the utilization of nursing 
personnel and that the inclusion of specific acts to be licensed is contrary to 
the need for such flexibility. The measure is also opposed by the Illinois 
State Medical Society. 

All nurses are asked to contact their representatives urging a “yes” vote 
on House Bills 255, 256, 257, 258, and 259. These amend the Illinois 
Municipal Code to provide increased taxes. Funds are needed if Illinois cities 
are to continue to compete salarywise with other states. 

An amendment to the Pension Code to penalize state employees by 
denying them retirement funds (S 118) is opposed by INA. The INA Com- 
mittee on Legislation declared that the bill would d-nrive individuals of 
benefits, deprive public employees of the effective right to bargain collectively 
and to have a voice in their working conditions and would deter recruitment 
of quality public employees. 

INA gave supporting testimony before the House Committee on Industry 
and Labor Relations on H 289, which would create a public employment 
labor act. It would grant public employees the right to bargain collectively 
with their employer, provides for mediation by a fact-finding board, whose 
decisions would not be binding, and prohibits strikes and lockouts during 
negotiations. 

INA expressed its position favoring collective bergaining. Its other 
principles, however, such as the option to give up the right to strike in favor 
of a binding settlement resulting from fact-finding are not in the bill.
